PREMIER SENDS HIS LETTER 


Urging his Followers to be Sure to be in 
Their Places at the Opening of 


Parliament 
London, Feb. 10.—The prime min- 
ister last night issued the customary 
letter to his followers asking ‘their at- 
tendance at the opening of the new 
parliament, “as matters of urgent im- 
portance will immediately arise.” Mr. 
A\squich’s letter disposes of the rumor 
curernt recently that the question of 
the Lord’s veto might ‘be proceeded 
with even before the address i raply 
to the King’s Speech was moved, by 
explicitly stating that the address will 
be moved immediately ‘the 
speech is delivered. In influential cirt 
cles it is stared that the King’s 
speech will refer to no legislative pro- 
posals whatever except those for lim- 
iting the veto of the House af Lords, 
that-the veto bill will be largely based 
on Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s 
resolution and that no separation will 
de made between the financial and the 
legislative veto. ‘

Newport, England, Feb. 9.—-In an 
address opening the tenth — annual 
meetingsof the independent Labor ipar- 
iy today Pesident James Keir Hardie 
threw cold water ion all suggestions 
that the Laborites in the forthcoming 
parliament should be the blind fol- 
lowers of the government.

President ‘Hardie said that the policy 
of the Liberals towards the peers as 
outlined did not inspire the Laborites 
with confidence. “I'o talk cf weaken- 
ing the veto power of the ‘Lords was 
toying with democracy, he said, adding 
that any second chamber must, in the 
nature of ‘things be reactionary, and 
could be intended only as a check 
to sprogress,

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ALBERTA’S SECOND | 
LEGISLATURE CONVENES 


Hon. C.. W. Fisher, Speaker of the Last House, Once 
~ More the Choice for that Honorable Post 


CHANGES SINCE “A YEAR AGO 


Many More Members in their Pee nan New Faces—Additions to the 
Ranks of Cabinet Ministers and a New Leader of the Opposition 


. The opening ceremonies in connection 

with the first session of the second 
parliament of / Alberta took place. at 
three o'clock this afternoon, amid a 
scene of great splendor, The function 
in essential features was very much 
she same as in other years, but there 
was a decided change in the personal 
elements, due to the new members, 
new ministers and new visitors. 

The first day is regulated by a set 
programme which was carried out to 
the letter. Betweent 1030 and 12 
o'clock this morning the members were 
duly sworn in at Government House by 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, At 
2,50 o'clock this afternoon His Honor 
was escorted ito the Parliament Build- 
ing by a detachment from “B’ squad- 
ron, A.M.LR., Strathcona, in charge of 
Lieut. L. W. May. The aide-de-camp 
of His Honor was Major Thibaudeau, 
and he was accompanied in his carriage 
by Lieut.-Colonel Belcher and Captain 
Marriott of “B” squadron, A.M.R. On 
the certificate of membership being de- 
livered by the clerk of the executive 
council, His Honor entered the House 
and adyanced to his seat on the throne 
in all the glory of his Windsor uni- 
form. Hon, Duncan Marshall, provin- 
cial secretary, then rose and informed 
His Honor that it be not deemed fit to 
declare the causes of the session of the 
present legislateur tntil a speaker was 
chosen. His Honor accordingly with- 
drew to enable the House to elect a 
tspeaker. 

As has been confidently anticipated, 
Chas. W. Fisher, member for Banff, 
who was the incumbent of the office 
in the previous legislature, was again 
chosen. The speaker-clect retired and 
re-entered between Premicr Rutherford 
and Attorney-General Cross, who es- 
corted him ito his chair. 

With the speaker of the House in- 
stalled His Honor the Licut.-Governor 
returned to and re-occupied his seat. 
Direcily after he read the speech from 
the throne, and thei retired, leaving ithe 
House to enter on the business of the 
session.

There has been during the year a 
gratifying expansion of the schools of 
the province, both in the number of the 
institutions and in the number of the 
scholars in attendance. While the 
higher education has not been neglect- 
ed, special attention has been given to 
the work of the primary schools. In 
this practical age technical education 
cannot be neglected and it is important 
that the industries of the province, es- 
pecially the mining industry which fig- 
ures so largely, should be carefully 
watched, and that instruction in the 
scientific and practical aspects of the 
work should begin during the school 
age. Foremost, of course, among the 
branches of practical education stands 
the foster-mother of the prosperity of 
the country—the art of Agriculture,

measures, First among these [I may 
place the four bills for the better man- 
agement of municipal affairs in. cities, 
towns, villages and Jocal improvement 
districts. 

The work of governing and directing 
the affairs of thegProvincial University 
has rendered necessary the introduction 
of a University Bill for further regula- 
ting these matters. 

Bills will also be introduced looking 
to the prevention of corruntion at 
municipal elections, the regulation of 
trafic on highways, which has hitherto 
been a matter of custom; the securing 
of a fair share in their déceased hus- 
bands’ ‘estates to married women, the 
systematization of the law in regard ito 
the reception’ of evidence in“ courts of 
law, the -rotection of publié officers in 
the discharge of their ‘duties along the 
lines of the common law of England, 
and the relicf of creditors in regard to 
the estates of absconding debtors. 

A uniform system of dealing: with 
loans authorized by the legislature will 
also be submitted which proposes ito 
create a permanent provincial stock, 

Various important and necessary am- 
endments to and modifications of the 
statute law of ithe province will also 
be submitted to you. 

The increasing wealth of Alberta and 
its growing material prosperity results 
every year in a large increase of the 
number of private bills to be considered 
by you, and I would ask for your care- 
ful consideration of these. 

The accounts for the past year and 
the reports of the several depariments 
will be laid before you and the estim- 
ates for the coming year will be, sub- 
mitted.

Zuber, for twenty years an employee 
of Taft’s newspaper and who started 
there as a copy boy and ended with 
being one of the best sporting writers 
in the country. 

Zuber says that was why he was 
discharged and gave the following 
story on it.: 

“Charles Dooin, manager of ‘the 
Philadelphia team, will be in Cincin- 
nati next week ‘to appear at a theatre. 
Zuber told Charles Doran, the :pub- 
licity mat for that house, to bring 
Dooin in to see his new boss.
